POWTOTOC COUNTY ROADS. 
Until the new road maintenance law is tried out in actual 
practice, it will be impossible to say how' effective it will be, 
but on the face of it it looks like it should be of considerable 
value in keeping the highways in good condition. 
In this regard the commissioners of Pontotoc county ap­ 
pear to have made a pretty good bargain with the state high­ 
way commission. 
The commission has taken over 69 miles 
of the main traveled roads of the county and will be fully 
responsible for their upkeep. 
Under the law the county’s 
share of the gasoline tax could be expended only as the state 
highway department directed and under the contract with 
this county all of this and more will be spent on the upkeep 
of the 69 miles. 
It will require an additional $6,700 to pay 
the men employed to maintain the roads. 
This will come 
from the state fund and if more than this amount is required 
that also will be paid out of the state funds. 
Just what sort 
of work will be done on the roads is now' up to the highway 
department. 
The county commissioners, relieved of the upkeep of 
these roads and with the funds from otner sources that they 
have always had, will be able to do a great deal of work on 
the remaining roads of the county. 
By systematic planning 
some permanent roads should be built within a few' years 
and Pontotoc county take its place among the counties of the 
stale with real roads.

Saving Gas at Home 
All fuel experts know that a fire sev­ 
eral feet below the boiler shell will give 
much better results than a fire close un­ 
der the shell.
